Albertans walked with the 
“March for Millions’’ last 
Saturday in a cold, rainy, 
windy weather that didn’t 
stop 935 walkers from doing 
the entire 25 miles. How 
many St. Albert people took 
part in the Oxfam walk is 
hard to say but we know of 
the following: Fred deLuca 
who was probably the first 
adult to complete the 25 
miles, coming in about 
2 o’clock, Wilfred Borgstede 
Bill Batty and Cliff Munro 
also completed and Father 
Duchesneau walked nine 
miles. David Sutherland, 
Louise Lamoureux and Cathy 
Delhagry wer students 
doing the whole route. We 
would be happy to hear from 
other local people who took 
part in the March, so we can 
record them next week. Be- 
side the money collected for 
hungry people in other parts 
of the world, the walk was a 
graphic way to focus public 
attention on the needs of the 
less fortunate. Mrs. Hennie 
Stibbe of the Gazette staff 
walked the 25 miles, earn- 
ing $25 for Oxfam from her 
sponsors, the Mayor and 
Councillors, 

Here is her own account, 


“MILES FOR MILLIONS” 
by Hennie Stibbe 

That’s what it said on the 
tag each walker was given 
at the start of the 25 mile 
Oxfam Walk. ‘“‘Miles for 
Millions,’’ but after 3 or 4 
hours of pounding the pave 
ment one began to wonder if 
the tag pinned to your swea- 
ter shouldn’t read ‘‘Millions 
of Miles.’’ Because that’s 
what it seemed like! 

We started out right at 
8 A.M. from the Parliament 
Building, down Bellamy Hill 
up Connor’s Road to Whyte 
Avenue. From there the 
marked route took us west 
to the University, back to 
109 Street, across the High 
Level Bridge, passed the 
Marchan Mansion, down 
Stony Plain Road, across 
MacKinnon Ravine and west 
to Meadow Lark Shopping 
Centre. North to Stony Plain 
Road again, up 142 Street to 
Westmount, along Kingsway 
to First Street and back to 
the 25 mile finishing point 
at the Parliament Building. 
There were 9 checking 
stations along the way,where 
walkers received a stampon 
their entry form. First-Aid 
men were stationed along the 
route as were peopk from the 
AMA, who assisted walkers 
in crossing busy inter- 
sections. 

We began our walk as 
part of the small group head 
ed by the Honorable Dr. J. 
W. Grant MacEwan. Dressed 
in run-down boots, khaki 
pants and plaid shirt, Mr. 
MacEwan is a real sport. 
On 83 Street he was stopped 
by a little old lady. She told 
the Lieutenant Governor she 
met him at a dinner a few 
months ago. ‘‘Of course,”’ 
smiled His Honor, ‘‘I rem- 
ember you’’. She presented 
him with a straw hat, which 
was graciously accepted. To 
a Journal photographer, Mr. 
MacEwan called out: ‘‘Hi, 
where are your running 
shoes®?’? And judging by the 
many car horns greeting Mr. 
MacEwan along the way, 
Alberta’s Lieutenant Gover- 
nor is a much liked person. 

This 26 years old, slightly 
out-of-condition house 
wife found it pretty tough 
going. The majority of the 
walkers I metalong the route 
were students, 16 - 17years 

_ old. They sprinted for sever-

ded out by the people invol- 
ved. It was 1882 that the 
Macleod Gazette recorded a 
lynching. It seems a new 

settler refused to help a 
band of cowboys fight 
a prairie fire. Prairie fires 
were serious business in 
those days. When the fire was 
put out the cowboys returned 
to the homestead. They held 
a Kangaroo Court and dec- 
ided the settler was noasset 
to the Community. They 
lynched him. Also around 

this period of history is the 
account of the stage coach 
driver who forced his pass- 
engers, at gun point, to push 
the coach up a steep hill in 
Central Alberta. When they. 
reached to top of the hill 
the passengers used their 
guns on the driver. To has- 
ten matters they held an in- 
quest on the spot, decided 
the man must have died of 
pneumonia, and buried him. 
Life on the prairies was 
even cheaper during the 
whisky trading days. This 
is well illustrated by a note 
sent to a friend in Fort 
Benton by Skookum Joe of 
Fort Whoop-up. Skookum 
Joe wrote briefly but with 
colour, ‘‘Bill Geary got to 
putting on airs so I -shot 
him and he is dead. My 
potatoes is growing good.’’ 

A humorous story marks 
the advent of cowboy attire 
as it is known in Canada, 
and the United States. Cow 
punchers from as far South 
as Texas brought herds of 
cattle into the new Alberta 
range lands. When they arr- 
ived in our province their 
mirth was unequalled when 
they saw Canadian men 
dressed in knee pants, rol- 
led stockings, gaiters, mon- 
acles and sideburns. Can- 
adian cowmen soon adopted 
the American chaps, high- 
heel boots large hats and 
bandanas.

from Katherine Hughes book on Father Lacombe, 
“The Black Robe Vouageur’’. Father Lacombe in 
1867 is in the camps of the Crees - - - - - 


This year again on the prairies in the camps 
of the Crees as in previous seasons Father 
Lacombe met with WIHASKOKISEYIN (Sweet 
Grass), the interesting pagan Indian, Father 
Lacombe describes him at this period as being 
unusually short for an Indian warrior and hunter, 
His bronzed features were fine, his body agile, 
his manner pleasant and rather graceful and 
though not of the stature of a great warrior 
he carried himself as a man who was every inch 
a chief and leader of men, 

Toward the close of this year an Indian courier 
from the North brought Father Lacombe a letter 
from Bishop Grandin, appointed co-adjutor to 
Bishop Tache in 1857, The Bishop was about to 
come south and establish a See at St, Albart -- 
leaving the Athabasca-Mackenzie vicariate tothe 
newly-consecrated Bishop Faraud, 

He asked Father Lacombe to meet him at 
Carlton, He was naturally anxious toseethe most 
noted of the workers in his new charge, Father 
Lacombe equally desirous to meet one of the 
apostles of the Arctic missions planned to com- 
bine business with pleasure, He proposed to 
secure for St, Paul de Cris an allocation as a 
mission, with a resident priest and an annual 
grant from the Propagation funds for the 
diocese -- to make of it, in fact, another St, 
Albert, 

Leaving his flocks on the plains in March he 
hired “‘a good tough Indian’ as guid, and with his 
own dogs they made Fort Pitt in four days, Here 
he hired a new guide, the first pleading fatigue, 

Some Indians at the Fort begged him to spend 
-a day or two with them before they left for the 
prairies, and Father Lacombe could not refuse, 

The morning after they left Pitt they woke to 
a head wind and mild weather, The snow thawing 
burdened their snowshoes and the sun, dazzling on 
the white plains, hurt their eyes, 

On the last day named by the Bishop for the 
meeting at Carlton, the post was still 65 miles 
away, In turn each walked ahead of the dogs to 
beat the trail, holding deerskin mitts to screen 
their aching eyes, At night they made a fire 
to brew some tea, but they could not bear to

look on the fire, and Father Lacombe went to 
Sleep rolled in a blanket holding his eyebrows 
away from his inflamed eyes in hope of relief, 

The following day the light was cruelly dazz-= 
ling as before, and the snow mushy by noon, 
Nightfall found the travellers approaching Fort 
Carlton, As they dragged themselves up the Fort 
hill, they met an old Indian who told them the 
Bishop had left that morning! , , , .At the post 
Father Lacombe found a letter from him, It was 
in French, in the fine vague scrawl decipherable 
only by those familiar with His Lordship’s 
writing, The trader could not read it, and Father 
Lacombe’s eyes were too sore to puzzle over it, 

This was surely the refined cruelty of Fate, 

What is to be done about it? = the priest 
asked himself? Retrace his steps, and have en- 
dured the hardships of that trip for nothing! The 
thought came only to be dismissed , ,. , .He 
would of course follow the Bishop, 

‘*How far away do you think their camp will be 
to-night?’’ he asked the master of the Fort, 

The latter calculated the hour of starting and 
the condition of the trails == ‘‘only twenty 
miles, or less,’’ he returned, with perhaps 
hidden encouragement for the plucky priest, 

‘*Will you lend me fresh dog?”’ 

Eheu! the dogs were all out with the hunters 
and the clerks, Thirty miles that day was 
enough for even a good traveller and his dogs -- 
but the Bishop was ahead on the trail, slipping 
over the white plains to the Red River . , . The 
tired dog-train must push on further, 

So it was that at nine o’clock Father Lacombe 
set out again, The network of his snowshoes, that 
had been wet all day and now was frozen, cut 
the tired muscles of his feet, His poor dogs 
lagged, though the track was lighter than during 
the sunlit days: the only fresh creature on the 
trail was the Metis who had replaced his Fort 
Pitt guide, .... »(‘‘That Fort Pitt Metis had 
to rest at Carlton, He was the second man I 
knocked out on that big trip,’’ Father Lacombe 
recalled forty years later with a smiling moue 
of conscious pride.) 

He was now travelling mechanically -- the mind 
keyed to reach the goal in front and the poor 
body dragged behind, He followed the trail mile 
after mile doggedly, until they reached a point 
Where it touched the river, They confidently 


barons and his beloved Metis, 
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looked for the camp here, But no dogs barked 
as they approached: there was no debris of 


fallen boughs ,... . he trailwoundbackfrom 


the river -- no camp there, 

At this disappointment, coming when his eager 
soul had been attuned to hear Bishop Grandin’s - 
surprised greeting, Father Lacombe’s fatigue 
suddenly overcame him, He pitied his panting 
dogs, flung prone on the snow for repose, 

“Tt is enough,’’ he said to his man, ‘‘Make a 
fire here; we go back to-morrow,’’ 

It was now after midnight, 

The Metis was sympathetic, as Metis guides 
have it in their nature to be: but he had heard the 
young Bishop lamenting that he had missed this 
other Man of Prayer, So when they ‘spelled’; 
he encouraged Father Lacombe to make still 
another effort, : 

‘‘Maybe they are not half a mile ahead,’ 
he ventured, 

On again through the soft starlight across 
the plains -- a mile was passed, and nearly 
three -= when in a bluff by the river bank they 
came upon the camp! 

The Bishop’s northern dogs barked most wolf- 
ishly, The wearied newcomers answered with 
fainter yelps, as the two men Slipped quietly into 
camp, Bishop Grandin, throwing back his buffalo- 
skin covering, rose eagerly to meet them, crying 
with quick Gallic gladness, 

‘Ts this you, Father Lacome? Is it possible:’’ 

He took his tired confrere into his arms, 
embracing him as men of the Latin races dc, 
and the worn out priest let his tears come 2s 
they would, They alwavs did come easily te 
his emotional temperament, 

The sinking fire was piled high again, the tea- 
kettle swung hospitably over it, and when the entire 
camp had shared in this luxury of the plains 
the men dropped off to sleep, while the two 
priests talked long by the fire, 

The Bishop was pressing his companiante ecme 
on to St, Boniface at daybreak, and share with 
him the pleasure of meeting Bishop Tache-- that 
charming prelate, who could be profound

refused: neither his dogs nor himselfhad strensh 
left for the trip, he pleaded
